Young Favors 
Sanctions Against 
South Africa 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) - 
Ambassador Andrew Young says he 
favors mandatory United Nations 
sanctions against South Africa but the 
Carter administration has not decided 
yet whether to go that far because of 
the white South African government’s 
latest crackdown on blacks. 
In a Security Council debate that 
began Monday, black African nations 
are demanding that the council order a 
mandatory arms embargo and other 
stringent international measures 
against South Africa. 
' 
Young, emerging from the first 
day’s debate, replied “Yes” when 
asked by reporters whether he sup­ 
ports some form of sanctions against 
the Pretoria government. 
But he added: “My role is to 
describe the situation and possible 
alternatives (to the White House). ... 
The President and secretary of state 
will have to decide what sanctions are 
appropriate in these conditions.” 
The United States, Britain and 
France used their vetos in the Security 
Council in 1975 to block a mandatory 
arms embargo against South Africa. 
However, the U.S. government put an 
arms cutoff into effect voluntarily. 
Young, who met with Carter at the 


White House earlier Monday to discuss 
South Africa, hinted, the United States 
would seek a compromise resolution 
short of a binding arms embargo. 
“We’re in a good position to come to 
a draft resolution we could all agree 
to,” he said. “We are still trying to 
serve as sort of a bridge between East 
and West.” 
Young last March managed to fend 
off the same African resolution, which 
also calls for a halt to new investment 
in South Africa. But U.S. diplomatic 
sources say the situation has changed 
considerably since then. 
“There are a lot of people in 
Washington saying we can’t just dig in 
our heels and stick with the status 
quo,” said one American. 
Last week the Pretoria government 
outlawed 18 black organizations, shut 
down two black newspapers and 
arrested at least 50 leading black 
critics of its apartheid policy of racial 
segregation. 
Black Africans are also angered by 
continued South African control of 
South-West Africa, or Namibia, in 
defiance of U.N. orders, and by the 
South African government’s refusal to 
cooperate in the U.N. trade embargo 
against Rhodesia’s white government. 
O hio Congressman 
Says A laska Hits Low 


WASHINGTON (AP) - An Ohio 
congressman says Alaska is trying to 
deal a low blow to one of his state’s 
favorite sons, stripping William 
McKinley’s 
name 
from 
North 
America’s highest peak. 
But Alaskans maintain the mountain 
was Denali, The Great One, long 
before a wandering prospector had the 
temerity to attach the name of a 
flatlander politician, a name chosen 
partly in a fit of revenge. 
The dispute involves the 20,320-foot 
Alaska mountain which has borne 
McKinley’s name for 81 years. Alaska 
wants its historic name restored. 
Rep. Ralph S. Regula, R-Ohio, says 
it would be “an affront to the 
presidency and to the memory of 
William McKinley” to rename the 
mountain now. 
Except for Ohio’s 25-member 
congressional delegation, Regula says 
there is no organized opposition to the 
change. But he hopes to marshal 
support for his cause following today’s 
Interior Department hearing on the 
proposal. 
“Out of respect for a president, and a 
m artyred president at that, this 
change ought not to be made,” said 
Regula. who concedes he has never 
been to Alaska or seen the peak. 
The Alaska Legislature petitioned 
the interior secretary in 1975 to ap­ 
prove the name change. Alaska’s 
governor, several conservation groups 
and the National Park Service back 
the move. 
Congress also is considering a bill to 
rename the 1.9-million acre Mt. 
McKinley National Park, where the 
peak is located, to Denali. The interior 
secretary can rename the mountain, 
but only Congress can rename a 
national park. 
According to officials of the U.S. 
Board on Geographic Names, which is 
conducting the hearing, the mountain 
was called by the Indian name Denali 
for centuries. But in 1896, prospector 
William A. Dickey stuck the McKinley 
tag on the peak. 
Alaska Gov. Jay Hammond said 
Dickey “fell in with a trio of 
prospectors who were rabid cham­ 
pions of free silver, and after listening 
to their arguments for many weary 
days, he retaliated by naming the 
mountain after the champion of the 
gold standard.” 
Hammond said Dickey also selected 
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the name because the first news 
heard upon leaving the wilderness was 
that McKinley had received the 
Republican nomination for president. 
The name grew in status after 
McKinley won the election that fall, 


and his assassination in 1901 further 
popularized the name, even though 
McKinley never set foot in Alaska. 
Interior Department officials say the 
department has received 6,000 letters 
and petition signatures on the issue, 
and 62 per cent favor the name change 
to Denali. The only opponents, other 
than those in Ohio, are several Alaska 
chambers of commerce and vacation 
firms which contend the name change 
could harm the tourist trade. 
Truants M iss 
Goodies As W ell 
As Learnin' 
MIAMI (AP) — Pupils who play 
hooky from two local schools may miss 
out on Frisbees, hamburgers, T-shirts 
and yo-yos as well as readin’, writin’ 
and ’rithmetic. 
Children and teachers at Brown­ 
sville Junior High and Douglas 
Elementary schools in Dade County 
are being offered gifts in an effort to 
curtail sagging attendance. The prizes 
for the teachers include gasoline, 
record albums and dinners. 
The two schools have the worst 
truancy and teacher absenteeism 
rates in the school system, and that is 
costing the schools state funds. 
The state pays $824 annually for 
every student enrolled, but only if the 
student is in school during an annual 
census count. That count was taken 
earlier this month, and gave Brown­ 
sville and Douglas the poor records. 
Brownsville averaged 13 per cent 
absenteeism last year and Douglas 8 
per cent. But both schools reported 
improvement this year after school 
officials began putting pressure on 
parents to send their children to 
school. 
School officials hope their campaign 
will help pupils even if it doesn’t solve 
the money problem. 
The gifts, called “attendance in­ 
centives” are being donated by local 
businesses. 
Brownsville principal Waiter Oden 
says the program won’t eliminate the 
problem. 
“With some kids, nothing is going to 
help them,” Oden said. “They’ll still 
be out on the street no matter what we 
do. But this is something we haven’t 
tried before. If it works for five kids, it 
has been a help.” 


WASHINGTON (AP) - House 
Democratic Whip John Brademas said 
today that congressional approval of a 
national energy program is “a few 
weeks off,” raising the possibility that 
President Carter may be forced to 
cancel his four-continent trip next 
month. 
But House Speaker Thomas P. 
O’Neill said after he and Brademas, D- 
Ind., emerged from a White House 
breakfast with Carter that the 
legislation may be on the President’s 
desk within three weeks. 
Carter is scheduled to leave on the 
trip on Nov. 22, four weeks from today, 
but he has said he would postpone or 
cancel the journey if Congress is still 
working on the energy program. 
Asked whether the President raised 
such a threat at the meeting today, as 
he had last week, Brademas said “he 
did not allude to that.” 
But Brademas agreed that the “few 
weeks” he predicted it may take to 
pass the legislation could delay ap­ 
proval until December.

But backers of the Senate com­ 
mittee’s bill say the full package would 
reduce U.S. dependence on imported 
oil by 2.12 million barrels per day by 
1985. The measure already passed by 


the House wold reduce consumption by 
1.7 million to 2.5 million barrels, 
mainly by making gasoline, natural 
gas and boiler fuel more expnsive and 
by imposing stiff tax on inefficient 
automobiles. 
The United States now imports about 
nine million barrels of oil daily. Carter 
wants to cut imports to about seven 
million barrels a day by 1985 to reduce 
U.S. vulnerability to foreign in­ 
fluences. 
As proposed by Carter, the taxes 
would have been felt by virtually all 
consumers.

proposed that a big share of the taxes 
be returned to Americans through the 
income tax system. 
Most of the tax cuts proposed by 
the Senate committee would go to 
businesses, industries and utilities to 
help them save energy and to help pay 
the costs of reducing their use of oil 
and natural gas. 
For individuals, the Senate bill 
would contain a tax cut of up to $400 for 
a person who buys insulation and other 
energy-saving devices for his home or 
apartment, and a credit of up to $2,200 
for installing solar heat.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Bob Dole, 
flying to speaking engagements 
around the country and moving to the 
forefront of the Panama Canal treaty 
controversy, acts like he’s still Gerald 
Ford’s running mate. 
But Dole, no longer interested in 
being anyone’s No. 2, is thinking of 1980 
and a run for the White House. 
“I’d be less than honest if I said I 
didn’t know 1980 was coming up,” the 
Kansas senator commented in an 
interview in his Senate office. 
“We’ve been active, I can’t deny 
that,” he says when asked what he’s up 
to. 
With public opinion polls showing 
President Carter could be vulnerable, 
Dole is one of several Republicans 
showing an unusually early interest in 
the race. 
He’s been in the forefront of the 
Panama Canal issue and has taken 
strong, early stands opposing aid to 
Vietnam and normalizing relations 
with Cuba. 
Although he’s not a member of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee, 
he has used its hearings on the treaty 
as a platform for his views. 
Dole says he wants to clarify the 


language of the Panama Canal treaty, 
but does not want to defeat it. 
He sparked Senate debate over the 
defense provisions of the treaty with 
his Oct. 4 release of a confidential 
cable from the U.S. embassy in 
Panama to Secretary of State Cyrus R. 
Vance. 
The cable contained a warning from 
Panamanian negotiators that U.S. 
leaders should ref ram from saying the 
treaty guaranteed the right to in­ 
tervene in the event of war after the 
year 2000, when Panama is due to take 
control of the canal. 
Nine days later, Dole charged that 
members of Panamanian head of state 
Omar Torrijos' family had been im­ 
plicated in drug trafficking, a charge 
that was confirmed by the federal 
Drug Enforcement Administration. 
Since January, Dole has made 
nearly 150 appearances in 24 states, 
Puerto Rico and Israel. And hardly a 
week goes by without a position paper 
coming from his office.

—In what industries does Ohio have 
a b asic, long-term comparative ad­ 
vantage? 
—What is the impact of the current 
array of state policies and programs 
regarding firms and employ ment 
generally, and the location decisions of 
firms, in particular? 
—How might existing federal 
programs b e used more effectively to 
strengthen the growth capacity of the 
state? 
Between 1969 and 1974, some 41,460 
firms closed in Ohio, amounting to a 
closing rate of 33 per cent for the state 
and a net loss of 230,000 job s. 
Between 1970 and 1975, the migration 
of civilian workers to and from Ohio 
underwent a dramatic reversal from 
the previous five years. According to 
the study, b etween 1965 and 1970, there 
had b een a net inmigration to Ohio of 
5,800 Social Security-covered workers. 
But b etween 1970 and 1975, there was a 
net out-migration of 57,400.

To Women 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The first 
nationally-chartered biuik owned and 
operated by women will cater to 
women’s financial and credit needs. 
But it won’t ignore men, says a 
future executive of the Women’s 
National Bank, set to open here in late 
December. 
“We will do as much good for the 
women’s cause if we are extremely 
successful as if we just tried to confine 
our business to women,” said Meredith 
M. Hornet, a public relations con­ 
sultant who will be second in com­ 
mand. 
The bank’s 15-member board in­ 
cludes six men and a partly-male staff 
will be hired, said Ms. Hornet, who 
prefers that designation. 
The hank will assign officers to in­ 
dividual customers for consultation, 
and offer lunchtime sessions on in­ 
vestments, wills and other subjects, 
Ms. Hornet says. 
State-chartered women’s banks 
operate in San Francisco, San Diego, 
Richmond, New York and Greenwich, 
Conn. 
The application for a federal 
women’s bank was rejected by the 
comptroller of the currency three 
years ago. Most proposed board 
members lacked banking experience 
and there was insufficient information 
on the need for a women’s bank, the 
comptroller said. 
Ms. Hornet joined other organizers 
to win support for the idea. They 
conferred 
with 
congressmen, 
documented 
the 
special 
credit 
problems women face and found more 
experienced board members. 
The new application was accepted. 
The bank has already collected $3 
million in pledges from about 1,000 
individuals and organizations. It ex­ 
pects to raise another $2 million 
through stock offerings, probably in 
late December. 
Like any new hank, its major con­ 
sideration is the acquisition of deposits 
and the sale of stock. Some corporate 
accounts may be solicited from 
companies with a favorable per­ 
centage of women in their work force, 
Ms. Hornet said. 


Va., home. And when he’s in 
Washington, he works 80-hour weeks.

Gunman Kills 
Top Arab 
Official 


ABU DHABI, United Arab Emirates 
(AP) — A gunman in a white robe shot 
and killed a top United Arab Emirates 
official today and surrendered after 
trying to hijack a Czechoslovakian 
cargo plane, authorities reported. 
The victim was identified as Saif 
Ghobash, 35, the No. 2 man in the 
foreign ministry. He was shot while 
seeing off Syrian Foreign Minister 
Abdul Halim Khaddam. 
Informed sources said Khaddam, 
who escaped one assassination at­ 
tempt last December in Damascus, 
was the real target of the airport 
gunman. 
Reports conflicted on whether there 
was more than one gunman. Iraqi 
radio said a “group” took part in the 
assassination. 


Ghobash died at the hospital, an 
official spokesman said. Sources 
reported he was hit in the chest and 
shoulder by the white-robed man who 
fired a pistol. The gunman was not 
identified. 
After shooting the minister during 
airport ceremonies for the visiting 
Syrian official, the gunman took seven 
persons hostage and forced them into 
the Czechoslovak cargo plane, which 
he tried to hijack, the 
official 
spokesman said. 
But he later 
surrendered, the spokesman said 
without elaboration. 
Kuwait radio had reported earlier 
that two gunmen were captured after a 
brief gun battle with police on the 
airport tarmac.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio 
needs to reorient many at its economic 
development strategies to attract new 
business, according to a five-year 
study of the state’s economy. 
“The efforts of the state and local 
governments to attract industry 
through tax breaks and incentives may 
be short-sighted,” said the report 
issued by the Academy for Con­ 
temporary Problems. 
“In addition, the recruitment of 
industries from other states — raiding 
— would be counterproductive. It 
would encourage the formulation of 
regional policies which may intensify 
interregional competition. 
“In turn, this sense of competition 
could result in 
... policies that 
inevitably elicit retaliatory responses 
from other regions and states.” 
The principal factor in Ohio’s 
economic decline is a high rate of firm 
deaths and a low rate of new business, 
says a five-year study of businesses 
and workers. 
The study said Ohio’s employment 
problems are not the result of firms 
fleeing to the more temperate climate 
of the South. The primary problem has 
been the large number of firm closings 
relative to the small number of new 
firm openings. 
The report asked five basic 
questions: 
—Why is Ohio becoming less at­ 
tractive as a location for migrating 
firms and workers? 
—Why is the birth rate of firms low 
relative to the death rate? 
—In what industries does Ohio have 
a basic, long-term comparative ad­ 
vantage? 
—What is the impact of the current 
array of state policies and programs 
regarding firms and employment 
generally, and the location decisions of 
firms, in particular? 
—How might existing federal 
programs be used more effectively to 
strengthen the growth capacity of the 
state? 
Between 1969 and 1974, some 41,460 
firms closed in Ohio, amounting to a 
closing rate of 33 per cent for the state 
and a net loss of 230,000 jobs. 
Between 1970 and 1975, the migration 
of civilian workers to and from Ohio 
underwent a dramatic reversal from 
the previous five years. According to 
the study, between 1965 and 1970, there 
had been a net inmigration to Ohio of 
5,800 Social Security-covered workers. 
But between 1970 and 1975, there was a 
net out-migration of 57,400. 
However, the study concludes that 
the end of significant migration from 
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the rest of the country into Ohio rather 
than any accelerated movement of 
people out of state accounts for the 
high rate of out-migration. 
Migrations out of Ute South into (Milo, 
which were a major trend in the 1950s 
and early 1960s, appear to have ended. 
The report was published in 
cooperation with office of Economic 
Research, Economic Development 
Administration of the U.S. Department 
of Commerce.

NEW YORK (AP) — Ex plain the 
meaning o f “ prudent man” and y o u 
might impro ve sto ck prices, help 
co mpanies raise capital, cut do wn o n 
paperwo rk, pro vide mo re and better 
pensio n benefits, and help investment 
managers sleep. 
AH these co nsideratio ns are viewed 
as po ssibilities by critics o f ERISA, the 
Emplo y e Retirement Inco me Security 
Act o f 19 74, which mandated that 
pensio n fund managers use prudence 
in pensio n fund investments. 
Perhaps no o ther investment law o n 
the bo o ks is mo re criticized fo r such a 
variety o f reaso ns. So me investment 
managers co nfess that their biggest 
daily battle is no w between ERISA and 
the maintenance o f their o wn sanity . 
It isn’t difficult to understand why . 
In passing the act, Co ngress faded to 
define what it meant by a "prudent 
man,” who m investment advisers are 
suppo sed to em ulate. 
It’s 
still 
any bo dy ’s guess, 
which 
is 
to o 
precario us an appro ach to law fo r less 
than steely nerved po rtfo lio managers. 
“I feel unco mfo rtable because I 
genuinely am try ing to do a go o d jo b, 
but 1 have no guidelines,” said Paul 
Wilso n, ex ecutive vice president in 
charge o f the trust department at 
Fidelity Bank, Philadelphia. 
Critics say the law’s vague ter­ 
mino lo gy is fo rcing pensio n fund 
managers to be o verly co nservative, 
cutting do wn y ields and depriving 
co mpanies no t amo ng the natio n’s to p 
50 o f investment capital. 
“ It’s fo rced us to a very co n­ 
servative, passive appro ach,” said 
Wilso n. 
“ We 
have

desire,

jo b, but we’re back to basics. We’re 
superprudent.”

Said Kenneth Bro wn, president o f 
Graphic Arts Internatio nal Unio n, and 
labo r trustee o f pensio n funds: “Many 
small businesses are being denied the 
capital that wo uld o therwise be 
available to them."

W right, 
who se 
Wright 
Investo rs’ Service handles $6 00 millio n 
o f retirement funds, maintains “The 
‘prudent man’ pro visio ns ... have in­ 


creased the po rtio ns o f po rtfo lio funds 
which are inv ested in co rpo rate and 
go v ernment bo nds.” Sto cks, he feels, 
hav e beco me to o risky fo r uncertain 
mo ney managers. 


The co nserv ativ e practice o f in­ 
dex ing, in which fund managers seek 
o nly to match the po pular av erages, is 
said to be ano ther co nsequence o f the 
term’s v ague definitio n, the ratio nale 
being that av eraging is seldo m in 
v io latio n o f the law. 
“ We hav e to

reaso nable,” said Wilso n. “ The law is 
so abstract that

Fear is but o ne o f the drawbacks 
said to result fro m the law.

NEW YORK (AP) — Explain the 
meaning of “prudent man” and you 
might improve stock prices, help 
companies raise capital, cut down on 
paperwork, provide more and better 
pension benefits, and help investment 
managers sleep. 
All these considerations are viewed 
as possibilities by critics of ERISA, the 
Employe Retirement Income Security 
Act of 1974, which mandated that 
pension fund managers use prudence 
in pension fund investments. 
Perhaps no other investment law on 
the books is more criticized for such a 
variety of reasons. Some investment 
managers confess that their biggest 
daily battle is now between ERISA and 
the maintenance of their own sanity. 
It isn’t difficult to understand why. 
In passing the act, Congress failed to 
define what it meant by a “prudent 
man,” whom investment advisers are 
supposed to em ulate. 
I t’s 
still 
anybody’s guess, 
which 
is too 
precarious an approach to law for less 
than steely nerved portfolio managers. 
“I feel uncomfortable because I 
genuinely am trying to do a good job, 
but I have no guidelines,” said Paul 
Wilson, executive vice president in 
charge of the trust department at 
Fidelity Bank, Philadelphia. 
Critics say the law’s vague ter­ 
minology is forcing pension fund 
managers to be overly conservative, 
cutting down yields and depriving 
companies not among the nation’s top 
50 of investment capital. 
“It’s forced us to a very con­ 
servative, passive approach,” said 
Wilson. 
“ We 
have 
the 
desire, 
knowledge and technology to do a good 
job, but we’re back to basics. We’re 
superprudent.” 
Explaining 
the 
consequences, 
Wilson continued: “ We’re tim ing 
market moves rather than varying our 
item selection. We choose only the 
very best companies. We’ve given up 
on the marginal companies.” 
Said Kenneth Brown, president of 
Graphic Arts International Union, and 
labor trustee of pension funds: “ Many 
small businesses are being denied the 
capital that would otherwise be 
available to them.” 
John 
W right, 
whose 
Wright 
Investors’ Service handles $600 million 
of retirement funds, maintains “The 
‘prudent man’ provisions ... have in­ 


creased the portions of portfolio funds 
which are invested in corporate and 
government bonds.” Stocks, he feels, 
have become too risky for uncertain 
money managers. 


The conservative practice of in­ 
dexing, in which fund managers seek 
only to match the popular averages, is 
said to be another consequence of the 
term ’s vague definition, the rationale 
being that averaging is seldom in 
violation of the law. 
“ We have to 
guess what 
is 
reasonable,” said Wilson. “The law is 
so ab stract that I cannot tell 
mechanically what I should do every 
day.” 
Fear is but one of the drawbacks 
said to result from the law. The 
paperw ork burden som etim es is 
overwhelming, the critics say, but it 
becomes 
m addening 
when 
the 
governm ent, 
equally 
confused, 
changes the documentation required. 
Brown claims the complex reports 
required, and the constantly shifting 
government deadlines and changes in 
reporting standards are 
“ tim e­ 
consuming, 
costly 
and 
m orale- 
breaking” for fund managers. 
In a speech last week to the Inter­ 
national Foundation of Employe 
Benefit Plans here, Brown said ERISA 
is a factor in the termination of a large 
number of benefit plans, although he 
conceded there were other factors 
also, including an unpredictable 
market. 


“ The adm inistrative costs are 
driving us berserk,” Wilson admits. 
“We’re spending a lot of money on 
reports the government then says it 
doesn’t want, and that kind of in­ 
consistency is adding enormously to 
costs.” 
When investment charges go up, of 
course, the return to the pension fund 
goes down. They have less to distribute 
to retired workers because the already 
weakened investm ent yields are 
diminished further. 
“Banks have raised their fees for 
administration by 300 per cent here,” 
he said. A job that trust departments 
once handled with ease, and with 
profit, has become a headache to many 
banks, he said. 
Nobody says we don’t need ERISA, 
Wilson said. “The goal is fine.” The 
execution, he concluded, is a disaster.

“ People have become 
unduly 
alarmed about some of the things they 
have read and heard about certain 
plants,” Beal said. “We’ve felt that 
some of the stories in the media were 
scaring people rather than making 
them intelligently informed about 
potential hazards. 
Beal suggests parents who suspect 
their children are ill because of eating 
a toxic plant take a sample of the 
vegetation or berry to the hospital 
along with the child and also that the 
parent try to make an estimate of how 
much has been ingested. 
Beal said that figures from the 
National Clearing House for Poison 
Control Centers for 1974, the most 
recent numbers available, show there 
were no human deaths that year 
caused by eating poisonous plants. 
Those bright red berries on yew 
shrubs are poisonous but great 
quantities are necessary before the 
effects are felt. 
Some

make preserves from the berries.

parents are

especially careful with the castor plant 
which is highly toxic as is the 
Jerusalem cherry.

In your case, it is 
not difficult to track down the reason 
for the swelling. All you have to do is 
eliminate the wine for a few days. If 
this is not effective, eliminate the 
cocktails. Sometimes, a combination 
of both may be responsible. If this 
doesn’t throw any light on your 
problem, you can try eliminating the 
pillow, or covering it with non­ 
allergenic material. 
If this technique is not effective, then 
other causes for swelling of the eyes 
should be explored with your doctor. I 
have known m any patients who 
develop a swelling of the eyes whose 
problem is traced to the use of hair 
sprays, hair dyes, cosmetics and 
strangely, to nail polish.

When they landed in Warsaw, the 
Wilsons were met at the airport by 200 
cheering residents. Officials handed 
them certificates signed by Gov. Jim 
Hunt which made them “honorary Tar 
Heels.” 
Then the Wilsons went to their motel 
for more surprises. 
“We walked into the motel and it was 
lined with flowers, buckets of cham­ 
pagne and baskets of fruit,” said the 
amazed Wilson, 30, an installer for 
Western Electric. “That’s really hard 
to describe.” 
After that there was a key to the city 
from Mayor Johnnie Powell, a “pig 
picking” barbecue in their honor and 
tours of Warsaw, Kenansville and even 
Turkey. 
“We are a great little town,” said 
Frances Steed, who gave a Saturday 
luncheon for the Wilsons. The contest, 
she said, was looked upon at first by 
townspeople as “a cruel, nasty joke.” 
But in the end, she said, the station 
“did us a big favor. Now people have 
heard of us and know a little more 
about us.”

Legal Clinics Provide 
Inexpensive Help For Poor 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Inex­ 
pensive legal help for those who need it 
most depends upon lawyers being able 
to advertise on radio and television, 
several lawyers told the Ohio Supreme 
Court on Monday . 


“ Legal clinics have arisen in 
response to the fact that the middle 70 
per cent of our population is not 
adequately served by the legal 
profession,” said Joel Hyatt, founder 
of Hyatt Legal Ginics in Geveland. 
“ Some state bar associations have 
long 
contemplated 
methods 
of 
alleviating this problem, but the ad­ 
vent of legal clinics, I believe, is the 
only realistic answer to the unmet 
need.” 
Hyatt's clinic provides a $15 initial 
counseling service during which a 
client is told if a lawyer is needed and 
what the fee would be for the service to 
be provided. 
Hyatt and others said they would be 
able 
to 
provide 
the 
less 
ex- 
pensivecounseling by operating on a 
volume basis. He claimed exposure 
through the print media only would not 
bring the volume business needed. 
Hyatt showed the court a 30-second 
film he proposes to use on television if 
allowed. After the mock commercial, 
Hyatt engaged in a disagreement with 
Justice Thomas M. Herbert about 
what was at issue. 
Claiming that to disallow the right to 
advertise with the electronic media 
would be unconstitutional prior 
restraint on freedom of speech, Hyatt 
steadfastly disagreed with Herbert 
who said : 
“ I think the issue is the impression a 
professional leaves on the public with 
TV advertising.” 
The issue of lawyers advertising is 
before the court 
after the 
U.S. 
Supreme Court ruled earlier this year 
that lawyers may advertise according 
to rules adopted by the various states. 
In Ohio, the bar association suggests 
advertising be limited to the print 
media only. The state Supreme Court 
must approve the guidelines.

Legal Clinics Provide 
Inexpensive Help For Poor 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Inex­ 
pensive legal help for those who need it 
most depends upon lawyers being able 
to advertise on radio and television, 
several lawyers told the Ohio Supreme 
Court on Monday. 
"Legal clinics have arisen in 
response to the fact that the middle 70 
per cent of our population is not 
adequately served by the legal 
profession,” said Joel Hyatt, founder 
of Hyatt Legal Clinics in Cleveland. 
"Some state bar associations have 
long contemplated methods 
of 
alleviating this problem, but the ad­ 
vent of legal clinics, I believe, is the 
only realistic answer to the unmet 
need.” 
Hyatt’s clinic provides a $15 initial 
counseling service during which a 
client is told if a lawyer is needed and 
what the fee would be for the service to 
be provided. 
Hyatt and others said they would be 
able to 
provide the less 
ex- 
pensivecotinseling by operating on a 
volume basis. He claimed exposure 
through the print media only would not 
bring the volume business needed. 
Hyatt showed the court a 36-second 
film he proposes to use on television if 
allowed. After the mock commercial, 
Hyatt engaged in a disagreement with 
Justice Thomas M . Herbert about 
what was at issue. 
Claiming that to disallow the right to 
advertise with the electronic media 
would be unconstitutional prior 
restraint on freedom of speech, Hyatt 
steadfastly disagreed with Herbert 
who said : 
"I think the issue is the impression a 
professional leaves on the public with 
TV advertising.” 
The issue of lawyers advertising is 
before the court after the U.S. 
Supreme Court ruled earlier this year 
that lawyers may advertise according 
to rules adopted by the various states. 
In Ohio, the bar association suggests 
advertising be limited to the print 
media only. The state Supreme Court 
must approve the guidelines. 
"These rules are interim and we do 
not contend they are or should be the 
final word,” Thomas E. Palmer of the

From Sum m er Flood 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa. (AP> - The mu d 
is go ne and the ho meless hav e shelter, 
b u t this city is tro u b led b y mental 
strain and rising jo b lessness as it 
reb o u nds fro m its su mmer flo o d. 


Disaster stru ck this so u thwestern 
Pennsy lv ania city o f 4 1,000 twice this 
su mmer. At least 77 perso ns died when 
the Co nemau gh Riv er flo o ded Ju ly 20, 
cau sing an estimated $325 millio n in 
damage. Ten peo ple hav e nev er b een 
acco u nted fo r. 


Weeks later, Bethlehem Steel Co rp. 
anno u nced plans to lay o ff 3,800 
wo rkers, and lay o ffs in allied in­ 
du stries sent the jo b less to ll to 4 ,7 00. 
By Au gu st, the u nemplo y ment rate 
was 17 per cent, a natio nwide high. 
“ We’re 
seeing 
m any 
mo re 
depressio n cases,” said the Rev . 
Tho mas Carro ll, chaplain at Jo hn­ 
sto wn’s 
co m mu nity 
ho spitals. 
“Anx ieties seem to b e co ming o u t no w. 
Peo ple seem mo re edgy .” 
“Jo b s were peo ple’s secu rity ,” said 
the Rev . Carro ll. “ While they were 
wo rking, they knew they co u ld regain 
the material po ssessio ns they lo st. Bu t 
witho u t

sq u ashed.” 
State o fficials ex pect the jo b less rate 
to rise in co ming mo nths. 
“Right no w y o u can’t b u y an elec­ 
trician, a carpenter o r a plu mb er in 
Jo hnsto w n,” said Jo seph Casale, 
manager o f the state Bu reau o f 


Emplo y ment Secu rity o ttice. 
“The flo o d has created a b o o m in the 
co nstru ctio n b u siness. Bu t in six 
mo nths that will b e o v er, and when it 
is, watch o u t.” 
Officials at Jo hnsto wn Central High 
say u ncertainty ab o u t Jo hnsto wn’s 
fu tu re has cau sed senio rs to take an 
early interest in enlisting in the 
military . Others hav e lo st interest in 
scho o l. 
“The attitu de I get is o ne o f no t 
caring,” said assistant principal Milan 
Sv itchan. “ They ’re no t m ean o r 
v icio u s. They ju st do n’t want to co me 
to scho o l." 
He said ab senteeism has do u b led to 
ab o u t 20 per cent. 
“It’s frightening,” said 
Alv erda 
Wy rwas, a scho o lteacher. “The kids 
are v ery nerv o u s, v ery high stru ng.” 
“Yo u ng children are afraid o f rain o r 
water o r go ing to sleep,” adds James 
Scho enfelder, directo r o f the City - 
Co u nty Clinic, the co mmu nity ’s main 
mental health agency . “They do n’t 
want to go to scho o l.” 
Su ch b ehav io r can b e remedied b y 
u nderstanding parents, he said. Bu t 
parents, stru ggling to co pe with their 
o wn pro b lems, are o ften at a lo ss to 
help. 
City planners estimate it will co st 
$4 50 millio n to resto re Jo hnsto wn and 
plan to seek $90 millio n in state and 
federal su b sidies to u ndertake the 
wo rk.

Energy Crisis Report 
Ignored By House 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Only o ne 
reco mmendatio n has b een ado pted 
fro m a three-mo nth-o ld Ho u se co m­ 
m ittee repo rt that criticized the 
respo nse o f state go v ernment to last 
winter’s energy crisis. 
“Neither the Energy and Reso u rce 
Dev elo pment Agency no r the Pu b lic 
Utilities Co mmissio n o f Ohio play ed an 
activ e o r po sitiv e ro le dev elo ping a 
co mprehensiv e plan to gu ide the 
decisio ns o f state go v ernment in 
dealing with the winter energy sho r­ 
tage,” the repo rt said. 
The Ho u se Energy and Env iro nment 
Co mmittee issu ed the analy sis in mid- 
Ju ly , alo ng with six reco mmendatio ns. 


The first pro po sal, fo r co ntingency 
plans to manage emergency fu el 
su pply situ atio ns, has b een im­ 
plemented b y ERDA. Bu t it was do ne 
u nder au tho rity that was in effect at 
this time last y ear. 
ERDA Directo r Ro b ert S. Ry an said 
plans fo r dealing with natu ral gas 
sho rtages, the po ssib ility o f a co al 
strike, and shifting o f fu el o il su pplies 
to hard-hit areas, hav e b een appro v ed 
b y the ERDA b o ard. 
Similar plans were av ailab le last 
winter, b u t Go v . James A. Rho des 
cho se no t to impo se any o f their 
mandato ry featu res after declaring an 
"energy crisis” o n Jan. 27 . 
Mo st o f the o ther reco mmendatio ns, 
inclu ding the call fo r a reo rganized, 
mo re po werfu l ERDA, are co ntained 
in Ho u seappro v ed legislatio n that has 
b o gged do wn in the Senate u nder the 
weight o f stro ng o ppo sitio n and a slew 
o f amendments. 
The repo rt said the po wer o f the 
go v erno r in an energy crisis sho u ld b e 
clarified and the au tho rity o f an 
energy ¿agency b ro adened in the areas 
o f co nserv atio n and cu rtailment o f fu el 
su pplies. 
An ex panded energy info rmatio n 
sy stem sho u ld fo recast lo ng range 
su pply situ atio ns, with regu lar repo rts 
to the legislatu re. 
All o f tho se reco mmendatio ns are 
inclu ded in so me fo rm in the o mnib u s 
b ill in the Senate to create a Depart­ 
ment o f Energy , acco rding to its 
spo nso r, Rep. Tho mas J. Carney , D7 1 
Bo ardman, chairman o f the Ho u se 
Energy and Env iro nment panel. 
Carney said he was disappo inted 
that the legislatio n, appro v ed b y the 
Ho u se Ju ly 27 , has no t b een enacted b y 


the Senate. Ev en with No v emb er 
passage b y a three-fifths majo rity , 
gu aranteeing immediate enactment, 
he said “ it’s still go ing to b e tight” 
getting the reo rganized department in 
actio n this winter. 
No actio n has b een taken o n a final 
reco mmendatio n calling fo r clear cu t 
au tho rity fo r PUCO, the m ajo r 
regu lato ry agency , to o rder refu nds 
fro m u tilities “in cases where it finds 
pro fits hav e b een ex cessiv e."

Johnstown, Pa. 
Tries To Rebound 
From Sum m er Flood 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa. (AP) - The mud 
is gone and the homeless have shelter, 
but this city is troubled by mental 
strain and rising joblessness as it 
rebounds from its summer flood. 


Disaster struck this southwestern 
Pennsylvania city of 41,000 twice this 
summer. At least 77 persons died when 
the Conemaugh River flooded July 20, 
causing an estimated $325 million in 
damage. Ten people have never been 
accounted for. 
Weeks later, Bethlehem Steel Corp. 
announced plans to lay off 3,800 
workers, and layoffs in allied in­ 
dustries sent the jobless toll to 4,700. 
By August, the unemployment rate 
was 17 per cent, a nationwide high. 
“ We’re 
seeing 
many 
more 
depression cases,” said the Rev. 
Thomas Carroll, chaplain at John­ 
stown’s 
community 
hospitals. 
“Anxieties seem to be coming out now. 
People seem more edgy.” 
“Jobs were people’s security,” said 
the Rev. Carroll. “ While they were 
working, they knew they could regain 
the material possessions they lost. But 
without 
work, 
their 
future 
is 
squashed.” 
State officials expect the jobless rate 
to rise in coming months. 
“ Right now you can’t buy an elec­ 
trician, a carpenter or a plumber in 
Johnstown,” said Joseph Casale, 
manager of the state Bureau of

“ The flood has created a boom in the 
construction business. But in six 
months that will be over, and when it 
is, watch out.” 
Officials at Johnstown Central High 
say uncertainty about Johnstown’s 
future has caused seniors to take an 
early interest in enlisting in the 
military. Others have lost interest in 
school. 
“ The attitude I get is one of not 
caring,” said assistant principal Milan 
Svitchan. “ They’re not mean or 
vicious. They just don’t want to come 
to school.” 
He said absenteeism has doubled to 
about 20 per cent. 
“It’s frightening,” said Alverda 
Wyrwas, a schoolteacher. “The kids 
are very nervous, very high strung.” 
“ Young children are afraid of rain or 
water or going to sleep,” adds James 
Schoenfelder, director of the City-

Energy Crisis Report 
Ignored By House 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Only one 
recommendation has been adopted 
from a three-month-old House com­ 
mittee report that criticized the 
response of state government to last 
winter’s energy crisis. 
“ Neither the Energy and Resource 
Development Agency nor the Public 
Utilities Commission of Ohio played an 
active or positive role developing a 
comprehensive plan to guide the 
decisions of state government in 
dealing with the winter energy shor­ 
tage,” the report said. 
The House Energy and Environment 
Committee issued the analysis in mid- 
July, along with six recommendations. 


The first proposal, for contingency 
plans to manage emergency fuel 
supply situations, has been im­ 
plemented by ERDA. But it was done 
under authority that was in effect at 
this time last year. 
ERDA Director Robert S. Ryan said 
plans for dealing with natural gas 
shortages, the possibility of a coal 
strike, and shifting of fuel oil supplies 
to hard-hit areas, have been approved 
by the ERDA board. 
Similar plans were available last 
winter, but Gov. James A. Rhodes 
chose not to impose any of then- 
mandatory features after declaring an 
“energy crisis” on Jan. 27. 
Most of the other recommendations, 
including the call for a reorganized, 
more powerful ERDA, are contained 
in Houseapproved legislation that has 
bogged down in the Senate under the 
weight of strong opposition and a slew 
of amendments. 
The report said the power of the 
governor in an energy crisis should be 
clarified and the authority of an 
energy agency broadened in the areas 
of conservation and curtailment of fuel 
supplies. 
An expanded energy information 
system should forecast long range 
supply situations, with regular reports 
to the legislature. 
All of those recommendations are 
included in some form in the omnibus 
bill in the Senate to create a Depart­ 
ment of Energy, according to its 
sponsor, Rep. Thomas J. Carney, D71 
Boardman, chairman of the House 
Energy and Environment panel. 
Carney said he was disappointed 
that the legislation, approved by the 
House July 27, has not been enacted by 


the Senate. Even with November 
passage by a three-fifths majority, 
guaranteeing immediate enactment, 
he said “ ifs still going to be tight” 
getting the reorganized department in 
action this winter. 
No action has been taken on a final 
recommendation calling for clear cut 
authority for PUCO, the major 
regulatory agency, to order refunds 
from utilities “ in cases where it finds 
profits have been excessive.”

Ford Loses Bet 
To Humphrey 
MINNEAPOLIS (AP) - Former 
President Ford’s “ Republican con­ 
servatism” turned out to be not quite 
conservative enough in a wager with 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey, D-Minn. 
Humphrey said Sunday that Ford 
telephoned him on Friday to make a 
bet on the football game between 
Minnesota and No. I-ranked Michigan. 
At first, Humphrey said Ford offered 
to give him 14 points. 
“I called that Republican con- 
servativism and said I wouldn’t settle 
for any less than three touchdowns,” 
said Humphrey. 
They compromised on a 20-point 
edge for Michigan in the $5 wager.

On Oct. 31, Sullivan and former team 
trainer Edward (Buddy) l*Roux, will, 
along with 11 "limited partners,” buy 
the team from the Yawkey estate for a 
reported $15 million. 
Yawkey’s widow, Jean A. Yawkey, 
is among the new partners. 
Sullivan disclaimed blame for the 
firings, saying it was the decision of 
Mrs. Yawkey and the two other 
executors, Joseph LaCour and James 
Curran. 
However, it had been evident since 
the Sullivan-LeRoux group’s bid for 
the team was accepted Sept. 29 that 
O’Connell would be released. 
"There was confusion among the 
other clubs’ members about who they 
should talk to about trades,” Sullivan 
said.

CINCINNATI (AP) - What’s with 
the stumbling Cincinnati Bengals? 
Their great leap forward has turned 
into a bellyflop. 
Touted as a Super Bowl contender 
six weeks ago, the 2-4 Bengals are 
flirting with their first losing season 
since 1971. 
Indeed, the factors that transformed 
the once-proud Bengals into paper 
tigers are puzzling. 
"It's a continuation of things that are 
getting us beat,” said Bill "Tiger” 
Johnson, who is stumped by the 
stumbling start. "It always seems to 
come from a different area.” 
Capsulized, here are some of their 
troubles: 
—Passing wizard Ken Anderson has 
mysteriously lost his touch. 
—A high-powered offense that 
produced 11-3 and KM records the past 
two years has been reduced to cha-cha 
football — 1-2-3, kick. 
—Morale has been undermined by a 
steady stream of mistakes, including 
15 fumbles and 41 penalties, many on 
key downs. 
The slide started on opening day 
with a 13-3 loss to arch-rival Cleveland. 
It was the first home opener setback in 
the Bengals’ 10 year history. 
Since then, the problems have 
seemed more psychological than 
physical. 
Anderson’s decline has been the 


most disturbing aspect. Twice the top- 
rated quarterback in the NFL, 
Anderson has not been himself the last 
two seasons. A year ago, his efficiency 
ratings slipped drastically from a 
league-best 94 in 1975 to 77. After 
Sunday's 24-13 loss to unbeaten Den­ 
ver, it dipped to a lowly 55 for this 
season. 
One of the theories for his slippage is 
that he has suffered from the loss of 
play-calling geniuses Bill Walsh, who 
tutored Anderson to greatness, and 
Paul Brown, who left coaching last 
year at age 67. 
Walsh departed last for San Diego, 
where his imaginative talents tran­ 
sformed the Chargers from a 2-12 to 6- 
8. Walsh took over as head coach at 
Stanford this year and has produced a 
surprising 5-2 record. 
Brown was recently described by 
former N FL quarterback Frank Ryan 
as "the greatest caller of plays in 
football.” 
Anderson's inability to get the ball to 
brilliant receiver Isaac Curtis has 
taken away a prime strike weapon. 
Curtis has only 14 receptions in six 
games this year. In three of the games 
he was limited to one catch and ap­ 
pears headed toward his career low in 
receptions and yards gained. 
The offense is averaging only 15 
points per game this year, down from 
24 last season when Cincinnati was the 


sixth-best scoring team in the NFL. 
The absence of an effective running 
back has been part of the problem 
Boobie Clark and Archie Griffin have 
been hurt. Others point to an in­ 
consistent offensive line. 


The result has been more pressure 
on the defense. And it shows. After 
holding seven teams to a touchdown or 
less in 1976, the Bengals have already 
yielded 108 points.

Mrs. Dy e, in Co lumbus Mo nday fo r 
the Ohio PTA annual co nv entio n, also 
said the backlash fro m co urt effo rts to 
desegregate Ohio ’s scho o ls is partly to 
blame fo r the financial crisis many 
districts face. 
As fo r telev isio n, “o ur research 
sho ws us that by the time a perso n 
gradu ates fro m high scho o l he has 
spent mo re ho urs befo re a telev isio n 
set than in the classro o m," she said. 
“By the time a perso n is 18 he has 
watched mo re than 18,000 telev isio n 
mu rders." 
Parents let telev isio n be an “elec­ 
tro nic baby sitter," and children are 
gro wing up unable to tell the fantasy 
wo rld o f telev isio n fro m the real wo rld.

Jean Dye of Cleveland, a former 
Ohio PTA president, said every hour a 
child spends passively watching 
television is an hour the child is not 
exercising his body or his brain. 
“Physicians are starting to see a 
lack of development in children,” said 
Mrs. Dye, national Parent-Teacher 
Association 
vice 
president 
for 
legislative activity and a member of 
its Commission on Violence. 
Mrs. Dye, in Columbus Monday for 
the Ohio PTA annual convention, also 
said the backlash from court efforts to 
desegregate Ohio’s schools is partly to 
blame for the financial crisis many 
districts face. 
As for television, “our research 
shows us that by the time a person 
graduates from high school he has 
spent more hours before a television 
set than in the classroom,” she said. 
“By the time a person is 18 he has 
watched more than 18,000 television 
murders.” 
Parents let television be an “elec­ 
tronic babysitter,” and children are 
growing up unable to tell the fantasy 
world of television from the real world. 
There is less intermingling among 
family members, she said. Brothers 
play less with their sisters, and when 
they do they are more likely to settle 
arguments with a push or a punch. 
“They become insensitive to pain 
and suffering because it doesn’t seem 
to hurt much on television.” 
Mrs. Dye said television executives 
indicate they will act to reduce 
violence in their program, even though 
the violence-packed police-detective 
shows may be dying naturally. 
In the meantime, the national PTA is 
setting up groups in every state to 
monitor prime shows and write local 
stations and advertisers about what 
they don’t like.
